This Gala Thanksgiving Issue is dedicated to the proposed Third College of 
UCSD, the Lumumba'-Zapata College » and to the individuals for which it is named, 
"Patsy" Lumumba and Emma Zapata 0 "Patsy" Lumumba* it may be remembered, was a 
well-known "freedom fighter" in the Kingdom of the Congo who managed to lose three 
successive battles to the forces of King Leopold II of Belgium in I885. His losses 
deoimated Congolese forces and insured Leopold's possession of his Congo colony* 
"Patsy** vas then allowed to retire in Brussels on a fat pension which, it turns out, 
had been promised him by Leopold for losing the battles in the first place. He is 
today remembered and honored throughout Africa as truly representative of the char- 
acter of Afrioan neutralism. Soma Zapata is the only woman in the history of Mexico 
known to be related to Hootemuaa II * Ponce DeLeon, Iturbide, and SantaAna* She is 
also the only woman to have, been proclaimed president, having held this exalted 
station no less than 57 times. Unfortunately, she never reached Mexico City on any 
of these occasions, and was thus denied her traditional right to raid the national 
treasury. Emma's early employment as a prostitute in Oaxaoa vas good experience for 
her political career. On different occasions, beginning with her first presidency in 
early 1909* she sold out to the French, the Germans, the Americans, the British, the 
Guatamalans, the Ethiopians, and once even to the Xdberians. She is the only known 
Mexican leader to conclude alliances with Nepal, San Marino, and the Indian Stream 
Republic As the noted historian, William Applesauce Williams, has once noted, 
"The depths to whioh Soma Zapata's imagination could sink were matched only by the 
heights to whioh her greed and avarice could raise her demands upon the wretched 
and misanthropic Indians of the Sierra Kaximilliano, " (see A Marxist-Leninist- 
Revisionist~Beardllke— Mercantilist History of Mexico and the Svil Hasty American 
Imperialists, p. 5129) Indicative of the political confusion which existed among 
the Huntanpeo Indians, by the way, is the fact that their main city was Ciudad Bias, 
which was looated on the Bio Juares and the Bio Auguetin I. 

We are proud to know th at the name of the Third College will oonmemmorate "Patsy 
Lumumba and Emma Zapata » who espoused and embodied the principles espoused and enbodie 
by those whose demonstrations last year touched off the whole thing.
